six patients who experienced 
nightmares or anxiety after 
surgery that disappeared when it 
was that they had 
awakened during the operation.

which they felt tied down or un- 
able to move. The sixth didn’t 
have dreams, but complained of 
marked anxiety and was haunted 
by memories of snatches of the 
surgical experience. 

None of the six received any 
support or explanation of this 
phenomenon immediately before 
or after the operation. OR person- 


nel were unaware that they had 
awakened. 

‘*Perhaps the best measure for 
resolution of such trauma,”’ 
Dr. Blacher, *‘is an awareness on 
the part of nurses and physicians 
that the condition may exist, since 
a simple discussion of the matter 
with the patient invariably serves 
as a cure, in our experience.”
